Aa the render will be fiwaic, tlic bill 
introduced by the aeuior inoinber for 
Iiillooetfor the purpose of better so- 
curing the independence of Parlianiciil, 
•was lost by a veiy largo majority, it 
■would bo u great iiiiHtake, however, 
to suppoho that all those who voted 
against the ineuHuro were opposed to 
principle of it. IndoedTnTOsETif tnoBe 
who voted against; it admitted that they 
approved- of-the principle; but thoy 
coutendod that its preHent applicatiou 
to tbi« Province would practically oper- 
ate as a bar to the Mainland being .rc- 
prc-onted in tlio Cabiuet. Of those 
■who voted against ^the bill on this 
ground, tjli§iggHior member foy5<iGtoria 
citv and the senior mouxber for Esqui- 
malt were amongst the moHt pronoun- 
ced in favor of its principle. Let us 
exauiine this objection and; mti what 
it aiidtofttf/td dnd j ^Whijiher; , if leads. 
Like the bill •pfassed' by the Ontario 
Le'^i^Iiitiii^;.lAst Jbai*,' it provided thnt 
every 'inemher of the Legislative As- 
senibly accepting a scat in the Cabinet, 
whether with or without eiuolnnicnt, 
niuQt.seek re-election. This, we are 
told, •would, have the jDractical effect of 
excluding' tiie'Mainland from the Cabi- 
net, on account of the reinotniuiss and 
difliculty of aeco.ss to ilie I-ncctorul 
Distriet.s. It' this argument is wovlh 
anything, it is worth too nuicli, ami ;is 
the senior member for Cowioluui deftly 
I)utiifc^'tiW'''es that the country is un- 
ready for-'lResponsible Goveniment. 
Under the constitution, as it ju)w 
stands, any member of the I^ogislativc 
As^ejnbly. accepting a seat in the Cabi- 
net to •which any profit or emolument 
whatever is attached, must seek re-el- 
ection. If, therefore, it is true that 
the passage of INIr. Humphrey.s' bill 
would hare the practical effect of ex- 
cluding members of the Mainland from 
the Cabinet, it .follows that us the con- 
stitutiocrAotr'siitbds "nothing but the 
husks, the offices 'to which no jn-cjtit 
or jQ^Qliiro.ent is attached, can be 
wibhini'^thiB reach of Mainland mem- 
bers, — ^^a condition of things which it 
will bo admitted is unfair to that im- 
portant section of the Province. But 
the argttmenii is'uttei-^ fallacious and 
untenable. It is in direct conflict with 
fact. A representative of the most re- 
mote of all tho'Mftiniarid Districts has 
held an office of emohnneut from the 
very first. The representative of an- 
other Mniinland District held an office 
of e*ra6lum'ent~in the former Ministry. 
No inconvenience'.. Vas'bxperieneed in 
complying with the provisions of the 
constitution in cither of theso instan- 
ces, and there is no good i-eason to an- 
ticipate any in the future. It appears 
to UH, therefore, that the argument 
completely breaks down. But, if it 
doefrnx)^ break 'down, it proves too 
much. The objection was artfully con- 
cieyed and well cah'idaled to ("iteli 
members from that part of the Pro- 
vince; but it was scarcely ■\i ovi hy of a 
Government making such loud pro- 
fesaioTis of .Upholding' and defending 
the;-peoplo'8 rights. Ministei-s stood 
alone, or nearly alone, in opp flio 
principle of a ineasiu-e which is i|uite 
certain ere long to becomclaw. As one 
member welloxpresscd it, the keystone 
of Responsible (lovornment and the 
rights of the people must not he made 
to bond to the convenience of members 
of the Legislative Asseml)ly wIk) may 
accept seats in the C^abinet. it luiisl 
be admitted that Ministers have su p- 
plied their apponents with an excellent 
party issue for tho next general elec- 
tion, one which is as certain to win as 
Pesponsible institutions are to en- 
durf .
